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1. Attended many teleconferences with the Governor, and Beebe Medical 
Center regarding COVID 19 and the public health crisis.  These meetings 
were very informative and provided information for municipalities to make 
informed thoughtful decisions.  Information that was received was passed 
along to Town Council members. 

2. Attended a meeting with ACT.  The members of ACT have agreed to hire a 
lobbyist to work on behalf of the Association.  The meeting was to 
interview the potential lobbyist and review the proposed contract.  

3. Along with the Town Manager and subcommittee members, continued to 
meet with Mediacom representatives concerning service issues and 
Agreement extension.  Discussions continue on improvements required and 
timeline for changes.  The current contract will be extended month to 
month until plans for improvement are finalized.  

4. Along with the committee met with the Sea Colony HOA leadership to gain 
insight on how Sea Colony made a switch to Comcast.  The committee met 
with the representatives twice on two occasions.  I have initiated 
discussions with Comcast leads gained from these discussions. 

5. Working with the Town Manager to improve the audio system in the Town 
Council Chambers.  The goal is to have a system that improves the ability 
for public participation.  

6. Town Council and committees continue to meet via electronic methods as 
per the guidelines of the State.  Our goal is to continue business as usual to 
the best of our ability. 

7. We have sent out multiple email updates on the actions the Town or State 
has taken during this public health crisis.  We will continue to monitor the 
situation and provide updates as necessary.
